A motion of non-confidence wa.s passed again.st the 
President of the Sir George William.^: Students' Under- 
graduate Society last night. The President refused to 
resign;- 



The stormy SUS meeting follow- 
ed a week. of. charges and coun- 
ter-charges, and the resignations 
of two Vice-Presidents. Last 
week, the other members of the 
SUS Council presented 'the Pre- 
sident, Leon Graub, witU two al- 
ternatives: "Either you resign 
or we will". 

Neither party resigned. 

I^ast night's ' non-confidence 
motion was introduced by Loui-s 
S\)nlra. the current Vice-Presi- 
dent. The particulars of the reso- 
lution follows : 

"Whereas the' President has re- 
peatedly gone against the wishes 
ol the council; whereas the Pre- 
sident did not -cast his vote as 
directed hy the Sir George Wil- 
liams delesation at the NFCUS 
conference: whereas relations 
between the student bodies of 
SGWU and other universities 
have been hindered; whereas 
there have be<;n' numerous resi- 
gnations because of the Presi- 
dent's actions; whereas the Presi- 
dent is generally unavailable for 
advice, and whereas in general, 
the Council has lost confidence- 
in the President" a motion of 
noncqnfidcncc is moved aiiainst 
SUS President J.eon Graub. 

- NONE AGAINST 

The resolution required a two- 
ttiirdi majority in order to pass; 
the vote was five in favour, none 
against, and two abstentions. 

President Graub refused to re- 
sign; Vice-President Sontra, the 
third Vice-President in three 
weeks for SGWU tendered hiS 
resignation, but it was not ac- 
cepted. 



Democracy Similar To 
As Watkins Addresses 



Religion

"The problems which face 
us In the twentieth century 
are vastly like the problems 
of the religious wars." This 
was the theme of the address 
'by Dr. P'rederick Watkins, 
, professor of Political Scien- 
ce at Yale University, as he 
spoke to the first plenary 
session of the McGill Con- 
ference on World Affairs 
last night. 

S'peaking before a capacity 
audience at Rcdpath Hall, Dr. 
Watkins stressed the religious 
nature of the crises which face 
us. "In this period of difficulty 
and fighting, we are making a 
vain attempt at perfection. We 
must live in a world of balanced 
powers, without allies exactly as 
we wish them to be. just as 
differing religions learned to live 
with each other." 

BASIC AIM 
He said that' the basic aim of 
any kind of democracy , is to at- 
; tain control over man s en viron- 
.raènt,' and make for the citizens 
,of a nation a sort of "l<ingdom 
mOE; heaven" in which to live. An 
..undemocratic slate gives privi- 
leges to certain people and does 
not "sh.ire the wealth." 

There are two types of demo- 
cracy, he said: the Liberal, or 
Constitutional Democracy, and 
Uid People's, or Totalitariao De- 



mocracy. Both agree on the basic 
aim of democracy, but differ in 
the means to implement it. 

Liberal Democracy is the ' .lief 
that the people should have so- 
mething to say about the mana- 
gement of their kingdom of hea- 
ven. This is possible only if thî 
people choose their leaders. 

"The People's Democracy (as 
if there cquld be any other kind* 
believes thj-t freedom is the over- 
throw of unequal economic dis- 
order. However, it is not possible 
for the people alone to achieve 
freedom bys overthrowing econo- 
mic disorder, it takei professio- 
nals. People do not know whal 
they are not told." 

They .believe that any party 
which is not Communist is un- 
democratic and does not know 
what is ^ood. these views are 
as radical a those first advocated 
in the religious wars. 

. "To be successful, a Constitu- 
tional Democracy must be unit- 
ed," he slated, and quoted Lord 
Balfour, ' who' said *%ve arc r,o 
much at one that we can safely 
afford to bicker." 

MUTUAL RESPECT 

. Dr. Watkins continued, "there 
must be a~strong Bcn:.e of mutual 
respect among leaders in inter- 
party competition." As an exam- 
ple, he said that althou-;!i Ilcpii.- 
blicaos are horrified if a Dimiuj- 
crat is elected, they still realize 
there ^vill ba another cteution. 



and things won't be botched com- 
pletely while their opponents are 
in power. 

The strongest unity is found in 
the most heterogeneous nation. 
Switterland ha^ three languages 
and' two religions and /yet it is 
probably the most stable consti- 
tutional democracy anywhere. 
They, as should all peoples, rea- 
lize that all their lcader.s, r. ard- 
Icss of party, arc patriotic and 
able, altnough- they may not b: 
as able as others! 

The governed, as well ai^thc 
government, have righU. These 
restraints on majorities ' are 
placed by -the majorities them- 
selves. Quebec is à perfect exam- 
ple. Through the BNA Act, and 
other constitutional measures. 
French-Canadians are a.ssured 
that their rights will always he 
safeguarded. , The same tone is 
used for minorities everywhere. 

AFRICA 

Regarding the fact that niany 
former African . colonies have 
turned to a People's form of 
democracy. Dr. Walkias said that 
a colo.iial rcRime tends to des- 
troy a nation's faith in a govern- 
ment. There is a sense of per.se- 
cution, of treason, in native par- 
ties.. The national aspiration 'is 
thwarted. They begin to feel that 
anyone who is not with us is 
against us." 

The new free govern cnt is 
thca fiuspicious of any challeng- 



ers. Out of this idea comes that 
of a People's ' Democracy. The 
luling parly thinks timt it is' the 
only parly, and loo!<s upon all 
other parties as treasonous. This 
feeling is inconpatible With the 
idea of Constitutional democracy., 

. In these new countries there 
is one . small group of people 
with Ideas, and the masscs have 

no' comprehension of -' r -'rn 
Iceliiiology. Modern democracy 
wanl.s modern technology to be 
available to all. The elite in these 
new countries fc3l that they arè 
the only ones who know what Is 
good. Those without knowledge 
are cither traitors or to be 
ignored. 

Progrcis only conic; willi a one 
party monopol.v. This is tlic pat- 
tern In newly-liberated countries. 

FUTURE 

"In. the forsceablc future, 
there will be maiy types of de- 
mocracy, none of which will win 
out over others. We must ally 

ourselves with some stales who 
seem dubiously democratic to u.s. 
Americans and Russians must 
learn to live with imperfections, 
just as religions co-operate today." 

"This is not a very easy world 
to swim around in," he con- 
cluded, "but it is the world you' 
or I will have to swim in if we 
are to do any fiwimminj: at alL" 
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It was decided that a referen- 
dum as to whether Graub should 
continue in office would be held 
December 7. . 

Voting for the motion were M. 
Kolodny, Secretary of the Coun- 
cil, Terry Kehaler, Commerce 
Representative, Dick Robinson, 
Council Secretary, Jennifer Chan- 
ter. President of the Day Divi- 
sion-Women's Association, and 
second of the VIce PresldenU, 
and Sontra. 

Graub and Alex Hechl. Arts 
Representative, abstained. 

DEBATE 

In anolhcr development, Bir- 
ry Cracover. the first of this 
year's Vice-Presidents, has chat- 
lenged President Graub to a de- 
bate, "in order that all issues 
relevant to the controversy lis 
hroueht to Ihe attention of the 
Rencral sliidcnl body so that they 
would be able to vote intelligent- 
ly''.. Cracover said that Graub 
lefused to accept the challenge. 

Sontra's contention is that "al- 
though popular when elected, 
Graub has not been efficient 
executive". 

In order to win the post, Graiib 
defeated the editor-in-chief of 
the Georgian by 11 votes He in 
the only niomber of the SUS 
executive lo he elected; all the 
other Council members vtira 
either accl.iimed, or, in the case 
of the Vice-President, ,appoinl'.'d 
pro tempore. 

STATEMENT 

After the council meeting. 
Graub made the following state* 
ment: 

"I have been blamed for dis- 
sension among the council mem- 
hers; it is true that 1 a \ to Ihs 
blamed .in part if the .members 
do not agree ainon^ themselves- 
however, wljcn we had a meeting 
and I p.-oposed that -*vè try to 
settle our c'lfferencss. I was bru- 
tally told to re-sign without 
ha ing chance to work out 
oi:: differences aniicably 

I will appeal to the sludenU 
of Sir George to say throuijh 
ballots what they think in IhLi 
matter. Whatever their decision 
IS, I shall abide by^ it. .

Ever since 
Graub entered this college, he 
has had his eyes set on the Presi- 
dtncy; it is unfair lo say that 
ho is not dedicated to his job, 
and palier ce was not a virtue 
of the other members of the SUS.

The charges made in Ihp non- 
confidence motion are mostly of * 
a {general nature; however, the

VIner Explains Hypnotic 
Treatment For Disease 

Dr. Viner, eminent Montreal neuro-psychiatrist ex- 
plained* the process of using hypnosis in the treatment of 
disease. He was addressing a group of students in Moysë 
Hall yesterday at'noori.

Dr. Viner, who introduced the 
practice of Psychoanalysis to 
Montreal, speaking on the "Role 
of Hypnosis in Modern Medi- 
cine", emphasized the fact that 
hypnosis is used in the diagno- 
sis and treatment of mental dis- 
ease, to get at the effects of the 
disorder, the observable beha- 
vioral cnaracteristlcs manifested 
in the disturbed person. It does 
not, however attempt to get at 
the causes of the neurosis, nor 
can it be expected to. 

In cases of ^yschologlcal blind- 
ness, deafness, muteness, or pat^ 
alysis, that have no organic basis, 
hypnosis has worked yéty effec- 
tively- to atTMt the symptoms 
but cannot guarantee against 
their recurrance. 

It must be remembered, the 
doctor pointed out, that a hypno- 
tist is only able to induce a hyp- 
notic trance in one out of ten of 
his patients, and that even "The 
Great Morton" must operate 
throuch progressive selection of 
his subject. There are those^wboi 



are very susceptible to hypnosis, 
and there are many for whom 
this form of treatment has no 
effect. 

Dr. Viner gave many illustra- 
tive exampies of actual case his- 
tories in tne use of the hypnotic 
technique, to show that as a cue 
to the personality and problem 
on - the - mental patient. It has 
far-reaching .significance In the 
Medical profession. ^

Carver Discusses 'City 
— Tlie Core and The 



Explosion 
Fallout'

"City Explosion the Core and the Fallout", was the subject of a talk given 
last night by Mr. Humphrey Carver. 



Born in the midlands of En> 
gland. Carver emigrated' to To 
ronto in 1030 where he lived for 
the next 20 years. Chairman of 
the advisory group of the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corpora- 
tion, he is considered to be one 
of the most illustrious Canadian-s 
connected with the improvement 
of residential environment. 

The "exploding metropplis". 
Carver said, is the all-envelop- 
ping problem facing new young 
architects. By "exploding metro- 
polis" Carver meant a version of 
the tecluiological nightmare 
a subtle deterioration of the per- 
sonality of our cities. Canada, he 
mentioned, has a fair share of 
the ugly nightmares. 

Toronto in 1930 was built, up 
around the streetcar. The streets 
long strips of commercial front- 
age that .grew by extendiiig 
themselves were arteries going 
either east, west north or south 
on which streetcars ran. The city, 
he skid, is like a history chart 
having different decades of his- 
tory mapped out in consecutive 
strips of road. Toronto was on

They .seem to suggest that, for the first time in 
many yearc, McGill is taking its parliamentary elec- 
tion seriously. By this we don't mean all candidates 
«re getting carried away with the earth-shattering 
import of their respective me.ssage.s. (Many indeed 
lire, but that's bèside the point). What we dp mean 
• is that more people than ever before care about 
what is going on about them. 

Discussion on many issue.« surrounding the par- 
liament i« widespread. For e.xample, a rumour is 
circulating that both the Liberal and Conservative 
clubs , have received substantial grants from their 
respective federal organizations to wage the campus 
battle, if someone tells you about thi.s,- he usually 
adds his approval or his disapproval of such mone- 
tary assistance. In other words, he indicates his 
interest he shows that he cares. 

Another focal point of discussion is whether a 
campus mock parliament should restrict itself to an 
exchange of recriminations centering about nation 
political personalities, or to debate of national issues 
which it is technically incompetent to discuss. 

Some think it is better to do this than to con- 
centrate on the humourous aspect of the political , 
iind social scene. We. do not at this time intend to 
make a pronouncement on this issue one way or the 
other. We wi.sh instead only to assert that the essence 
of any election is that candidates arè cho.sen. a plat- 
form is put forth, and thé voters send to Parliament 
the men and women oC their choice.

WINNIPEG, Nov. 22. (CUP) — 
While the McGill Rcdmen ended 
« famine by taking their first 
Intercollegiate title in 22 years 
from the Queen's Golden Gaels, 
the University of Manitoba is 
considering whether or not it 
will stay in intercollegiate sport. 

Manitoba, may be .forcéd«.<to 
drop out of the WCIAU under 
a ruling which states that all 
members must compete in a 
number of sports including swim- 
ming and football by 1961. As 
yet, the university has entered 
neither sport. 

Dr. Frank Kennedy, the univer- 
sity physical education director 
■aid recently that Manitoba was 
not calling anyone's bluff. "If 
/ we were to be in football by 1D61, 
. ' arrangements would now be well 
underway. Manitoba has not 
Bought the services of a coach 
and the necessary spadework in- 
volved in order to field a team 
Is not in sight. The decision now 
rests with the conference, and in 
the meantime we must seek al- 
ternatives." 

• Dr. .Kennedy was partieuuury 
concerned with the effect on 
basketball as the main spectator 
sport. 

"It must continue at Klanltoba, 
and we might be inclined to 
study plans calling for us to 
compete- with other Canadian 

" .universities. We might consider 
games against other top Eastern

Without Manitoba .the WCIAU
